Government. 


REFUGEES POUR INTO EL PASO 


Mexico City, July %1.—Two Americans 
were banged near Cananea, Sonora, within 
‘the last forty-eight hours. Their bodies were 
found today, and the incident reported to 
President Madero tonight by the governor of 
Sonora. 

The governor has sothent an investigation. 
He believes the two men were executed by 
rebels in order to precipitate American inter- 
vemtion. The victims have not been identi- 
fied. 

Citisens of Toluca, capitel of the state of 
Mexico, fear the town i about to be at- 
tacked by rebels and today through a com- 
mittee of bankers, manufacturers, and other 
substantial citizens asked. President Madero 
for troops to protect them. 


Rebel Chief Defies America. 
Juares, Mexico, July 31.—Gen. Pasqual 
Crosco, commander-in-chief of the Mexican 
rebels, today coolly declared he did not reo- 
ognize the United States government. He 
made the remark to Thomas Edwards, the 
American consul here, who called et the in- 


surrectionary leader's quarters to deliver a 
nee from eevee ngs of preteen toe 


Amapeicanh aettiers in porthern Mexico wy the 
rebels, growing out of the disarming of the 
Mormon colonists last week. 

Oroséo told Bdwards he Gid not receive the 
American as a representative of the United 
States; which government, Orosco said, he 
did not recognize. However, he waa glad to 
see Baéwarde, he said and to receive him as 
an American citizen. | 

Orozco accepted the message from the 
American consul without further comment. 


Does Not Want Intervention. 

Orozco declared today that he did not seek 
to provoke American intervention, He said: 

“If the United States will throw down 
the barriers and let us nave all the emmuni- 
tion we can buy; I promise in sixty days to 
have peace restored in Mexico and a stable 
government in charge. If anybody wants 
intervention, it is Madero end his family, 
who are worth millions, which they fear the 
revolutionists may convert.” 


Refugees Continue Flight. 

El Paso, Tex., July 81.—Another special 
train hearing 400 refugees from the American 
settlement in the Casas Grandes district, 
arrived here tonight. This makes more than 
1,500 refugees, mostly women and children, 
stranded in this .city. 

The refugeés report that at Pearson, 200 
miles southwest of the border, hundreds of 
refugees are mobilizing from the mountain 
settlements. Colonia Juarez and Colonia 
Dublan practically are deserted of women 
and children. A group of 100 arrtving at 
Pearson from Colonia Garcia reported that 
threé babies were born on the journey, the 
mothers suffering great hardships on theride 
in rough farm wagons. 


Entire Colony Hurrying to Safety. 
Overland from Colonie Diaz, west of the 


Cases Grandes district is moving a wagon 
train with 600 persons, nearly the entire 
population of that colony. Wagons canvas 
covered as were the historic prairie schaon- 
ers, bear the women end children, while 
the men walk or ride on horseback by the 
side of the cafavan. This group is due to 
arrive tomorrow morning at Hechita, N. M., 
a few miles west of this city. A loca) ratl- 
way has arranged, to give many of the men 
immediate employment. ) 


Sonora Situation Causes Worry. 
Nothing has been heard from Colonia 
Morelos, in the state of Sonora, far to the 
vrest of the Casas Grandes group of Ameri- 
can séttlements.

He did not explain what the ward 
leaders found so attractive about his offices 
and he would give no definite reasons for 
reducing and shifting tw policemen in the 
Desplaines street district after they had de- 
fied the rule of *‘ Barney ’’ Grogan in per- 
forming their duty.

Both Men Offended Grogan. 

Crewley was ordered reduced by Chief Mc- 
Weeny on Monday afternoon, twelve hours 
after Crowley, with others, had arrested 
Thomas Halley, an alleged 4nurderer, in 
Grogan’s bern. The patrolman aleo was 
working on a dynamite case im which Cla” 
ence White, reputed partner of Grogan, is

WITH MAJ. BUTT’S SIGNATURE. 


Two Men Pick Up Note in Long Island 
Sound Purporting te Come from 
Victim of Titanic, 


Providence, R. L, July 81.—[Special.)— 
Much interest is being menifeeted here in 
the message purporting to have been written 
by Maj. Archibald Butt, aid to President 
Taft and a victim of the Titanic disaster, 
which wag picked up in a bottle off Block 
island on Friday by A, J. Loran of New York 
City and W. H. L. Jones of Paterson, N. J., 
who showed it to Joseph S. Aiken of North 
Attleboro, Maga.

De- 
spite hie 78 years, feeble health, and the 
weight of hie clothing, he managed to keep 
afloat until the boat reached him. He was 
pulled in, taken back to the steamer and 
given hot drinks. On board again, he broke. 
down end wept, declaring he was discour- 
aged and “ weary of everything.” - 

At St. Joseph Dn. Arend was kept under 
surveillance and later put aboard the City 
of Benton Harbor, bound for Chicago. A 
wireless message Wes sent to officials of the 
steamboat line in Chicago, and Mrs. Arend 
was notified at their residence at 806 Lake 
avenue of her husband's attempt to end his 
life. When the boat arrived Dr, Arend was 
put in an atitomobile and taken hore. 


Has Been in Poor Health. ‘ 


According to Mrs. Arend, the physician has 
been in poor health for some time. He 
slipped away from home yesterday morning 
and his whereabouts were unknown to her 
until @ taxicab driver appeared to collect a 
pill for taking Dr. Arend to the Graham & 
Morton docks. He also delivered @ verbal 
message from the physician to the effect that 
he had departed for California and none of 
his relatives would see him again,

Ought to Be Pure, Says Dr. Billings. 

“The question of milk supply is the most 
important that coulti come up before the 
people,”’ said Dr. . Billings. . “ ‘Chicago con- 
Sumes at least 1,000,000 quarts of milk daily, 
which would mean an annual expenditure of 
$36,000,000 by the people of Chicago for its 
milk bill alone. It would seem that we ought 
to get a pure artiche for a sum as great as 
that. 

** Milk is food. It is food par excellence for 
the baby. But it has the peculjar character- 
istic that it is subject to contamination, pos- 
sibly more than any other food product. 
There is no better culture mecium for germs 
than milk, and hence it suffers most eagily 
from contamination in being transported 
from the cow to the consumer. 

“These things must be considered. 
can be infected by all sorts of germs, and 
the infant is more susceptible to disease 
germs, énd especially to tuberculosis germs, 
than adults. Many diseases are milk born, 
The lay people see that the sickness due to 
milk is enormous, but they don't appreciate it 
as the physician does. 

“In 1907 we had a typhoid epidemic in 
Chicago, and. Jast winter we had a septic sore 
@hroat epidemic. Both epidemics weretraced 
positively to the milk supply. A few years 
“gO Chi¢ago was typhoid and diarrhea rid- 
den bétause of impure drinking water. We 
spent millions for the drainage canal to se- 
cure pure water.’ Now the people of Chi- 
cago demand milk laws and power for the 
Lealth department to enforce such laws.”’ 


Dr. Jentzsch’s Exit. 


When Dr. Billings sat down Dr. Ernest 
Jentzsch, 3846 Elston avenue, who had tried

Voice Opinion It Is Only Plan 
That Would Be Acceptable | 
to the Public Here.

New York, July 81.—(Special.]—Seven Chi- 
cago aldermen, accompanied by engineers 
representing the New York public . service 
commission, stepped down into the local sta- 
tion of the subway” at East Thirty-third 
street early this morning prepared to exam- 
ine in oper | one of the wonders of Manhat« 
tan. 

Just as ‘they reached the train platform an 
express from poOmewhere: up in the Bronx 
went through on its way downtown, 

“ Look at that,” Ald, Schults cried. “ Look 
at that train go. How many cars were in that 
train?” 

He was told there were ten cars, each car- 
rying 150 people, or 2,500 in all, considerably 
lees than the maximum. | 

“That's what I call real rapid transit,” 
Ald. Schultz commented. “‘ That train muet 
have been going forty miles an hour.” 

“That's what Chicago needs—real rapid 
transit,” AK. Block, chairman of ere re 
committee, ‘said. 


Hold Hats and Ask Questions. 

The party pivxed up an express at the Grand 
Central station and took positions at the head 
of the front car where they could-see aheqd 
through the open doer. Ag they held their 
hats In their handa and faced the. thirty-five 
mile an hour gale made by the train in the 
still‘air, the automatic signal and stop aye- 
tem was explained by Robert Ridgew ay, 
engineer of subway construction. 

“ Whenever a motorman fails to abey the 
stop signa) given him by the red lights his 
air brakes are tripped automatically by a ber 
that rises up betwuen the rails,” he said. 
“Then, in order to proceed, he must get down 
from his train and release a lever by hand. 
He must report his mistake to headquarters 


and he receives a demerit mark for it." 


The committee watched the green lights 
ahead asthe express’ thundered along 
through the tunnel until it suddenly slipped 
into the daylight at One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-eighth street. The aldermen alighted and 
reached the street seventy-five feet below by 
means of an escalator. 


Trains Run on Elevated Tracks. 

“ We built the tunnel as near to grade as 
we coul4,” Mr. Ridgeway explained, “ and so 
while we were a hundred feet below the 
ground back there we come opt high ahove 
t when we strike the valley you see here, 
and have to use an elevated structure for a 
little way.” 

Taking to the train again, the party rode on 
to One ‘Hundred and Ninety-first street, 
where a battery of elevators.carries pasgen- 
gere from the subway station up 108 feet to 
the level of the street. 

A helf dozen five.and six story fiat build- 
ings were under construction in the neigh- 
borhood, and many more looked new. 

“There wasn’t a house here when we built 
the subway,” Mr. Ridgeway explained, “ but 
you see it is building up fast enough now. 

“Our principle has been not to duplicate 
transportation lines already in existence, 
and thus cause increased congestion by in- 
creasing the facilities, but to extend into 
sparsely bullt up territory in order that it 
may develop, and thus ‘relieve congestion 
elsewheer.” 


| Builds Up Weighborhood. 

“TI would like to know just how much bet- 
ter the transportation is ott here than it 
wae before the subway came,” questioned 
Ald. Block. 

“People had to take the surface cars to 
the terminal of the elevated and pay another 
nickel to get Cowntown,” replied Mr. Ridge- 
way. “It took at least an hour and a half, 
now it takes thirty three minutes to do the 
eleven milee.”’ 

“That tells the story,” Ald, Block an- 
sweret.. “ Chicago) needs that kind of an 
improvement in its transportation. not only 
ar a present convenience, but to prevent the 
cliy from becoming too congested. 

“J think the effect of putting In a com- 
prehensive system in Chicago would be won- 
derful. We don't need to be afraid of bulld- 
ing into parts of the city that could not make 
a subway pay the first month. Where trans- 
portation is the people will come.” 


Need Four Tracks Here. ° 

Ald. Richert said he thought Chfeago would 
have to have a four track subway or none.

If we 
do without express service we'll do without 
rapid transit,”

More putdiieenoohart Becker. 

Becker was tonight further implicated in 
the plot to get rid of the gambler when Bald 
Jack Rose and Bridgie Webber added an- 
other chapter to their alféady amazing al- 
legations. 

They told District Attorney Whitman that 
Rosenthal ‘was to have been killed at the in- 
stigation of Becker ten days before he actu- 
ally met his fate. and. that the plot failed 
because the. underworld thugs selected te do 
the murder lost their nerve at the last mo-

The ‘district attorney passed the greater 
part of the afternoon with Rose and Webber:

And Schepps handed !t to Gyp the 
Blood and Lefty Louie on the Seventh ave- 
nye side of the Times building on the Tuesday 
afternoon after the killing. 


_ fchepps Offers to Confess. 

Perhaps the most distinct advance that 
was made today was Sam Scheppy’ offer to 
surrender and to tell the truth about the 
murder. Whitmen made no bargain with 
Schepps’ lawyer. The vaiue of Schepps’ tes- 
timony will be in corroborating the accusa- 
tions against Lieut. Becker. 

Taking up the graft operations in which 
Becker and other policemen are implicated 
by the informers, Mr. Whitman asked Rose 
what he actually knew of Becker’s activities.

The argument of lawyers of the Bar amso- 
elation against outside judges i!» that they 
are inferior in ability to the city judges, and 
in addition’ are uhacquainted with city life 
and therefore cannot appreciate its dificul- 
ties. The records of the Appellate court for 
the last three years show more affirmations 
of decision proportionatety of country judges 
[while sitting in Chicago] than of Chicago 
elected judges. 

One lawyer of influence in the Bar associa- 
tion admitted that its program contemplates 
that more judges be elected in Cook county. 
Six additional judges were added to the Au- 
perior court bench last November. Still 
more judges means still more jobe—for law- 
yers. Both the judges and the lawyers of 
Chicago and IlMnois have been leading the 
laity to believe for several years that they 
could expedite judicial business by new rules 
of procedure and other law reforme. 


Court Business Not Expedited. 

No explanation could be obtained yesterday 
why the lawyers are trying to make a show- 
ing of the need of more judges before they 
give a demonstration of expediting court 
business by other methods. 

When the six additional judges were elect- 
ed last fall there were 9,634 cases pending in 
the Superior court. Some of these judges 
were sent to the Appellate and Criminal 
courts. -On July 16, when the Superior court 
adjourned for the summer, there were 12,044 
cases pending. During this year 5,755 new 
cases were filed. This figure plus the cases 
pending at the beginning of the year gave 
the judges a total of 15/389 to dispose of 
Of this number they have actually disposed 
of 3,345.

ESCAPED. TO A FARMHOUSE. 


Gives One Story to Elgin Police and 
Another Tale Here. 


Another “ kidnaping ” story went to pieces 
yesterday when Raymonia French, the 14 
year old “ victim,” faced a charée of theft. 
She had “‘ borrowed ” a diamond ring, and in 
the excitement of explaining she had meant 
to return it she forgot the details about the

She was found on Tuesday by two boys 
wandering along a road leading intd Elgin. 
They led her to the Elgin chief of police, to 
whom she told an amazing story of how she 
had been stolen from near the Chicago resi- 
dence of her aunt, Mrs. Myrtle Charnier, 939 
East Fifty-fifth street, where she had been 
visiting. 

Mrs. Charnier and Mrs. Allen Bates, occu- 
pant of the flat above hers, during’ the day 
went to Elgin. Mrs. Bates had missed a dia- 
mond ring soon after the girl left her flat on 
Moftday. She went: to identify the ring worn 
by the girl when she wasfound. It was Mrs. 
Bates’, and Raymonia was told. she would 
have to tell the truth or she would be arrest- 
ed. She broké down. 


Here Is Girl’s First Story. 

This is the story Raymonia told the Elgin 
chief of police: / ; 

“TI was.walking near my aunt’s home 
when an automobile drove.up to the curb. 
Yt was a big red one. Three men were in 
it. They were masked: One of them jumped 
cut of the auto and spoke to me. He said, 
‘ You’ve dropped your bracelet,’ and when I 
looked around for it he grabbed my wrist. 

“Another man threw a bag or a hood 
over my head, and I tried to scream, but I 
couldn't. They picked me up and put me 
in the machine and that’s the last I re- 
member for a long time. We were outinthe 
country when they took the'bag off my head 
and then they began to undress me. I 
screamed and they pushed me out of the 
machine. Then they came back and wanted 
me to go into a little woods with them. When 
I wouldn't they drove back toward Chicago.” 


This Story She Told Police Here. 

This is the stery she told the Hyde Park 
police at night after her aunt and Mrs. Bates 
had confronted her: . 

“IT just took the ring to wear in Jackson 
park and I intended to give it back, but I 
went up to the park and met two men who 
offered me a ride in a machine. They looked 
nice, but I saw they were going to take me 
out of town.

Stuffed Renate at 8 Set of 
New York County Progressives. 


OSCAR STRAUS AS CHAERMAN | 


Twé Women Among the Delegates 
Who Will Come te Chicago. 


New York, July 31.~A bull moose, as the 
embiem of the new Progressive party. ap- 
peared on the stage in Carnegie hall tonight 
at the convention of the New York county 
organization to select delegates to the com- 
ing national convention. It was stuffed. 

Red bandanna handkerchiefs and flags 
bearing the picture of Col. Roosevelt also 
were much in evidence. Numerous suffragets, 
whose cause the colonel has espoused, were 
theré, some on the platform and others at 
the doors, passing out. literature to those 
who entered. 

State Chairman W. H. Hotchkiss called 
the meeting to order and introduced Oscar 
S. Straus, former minister to Turkey, as tem- 
porary chairman or the convention. In ac- 
cepting the honor, Mr. Straus referred to 
Col. Roosevelt. as ‘‘ the inspired leader of 
the Progressive cause.” 


Must Overthrow Boss Rule. 

“The question is. not one of rival candi- 
Gates,”’ said Mr. Straus. “If it were the 
appeal would concern itself simply with a 
breach in the party. The real issue is not 
Theodore Roosevelt, but Theodore as the 
representative and effective exponent of prin- 
ciples held by a majority of the plain people 
of aH parties, and necessary for the wel- 
fare of the whole. people.

PERSISTENT VIOLATION MEANS 
CORRUPTION, 

Whenever law violation, such as gam- 
bling, ie persistent, it is proof of corrup- 
tion, 
blers and from gamblers to the politicians 
or the police. The rule is almost absolute. 
The exceptions are not worth considering. 

‘Orime, in its broadest’ meaning, nearly 
always enjoys a certain amount of politi- 


an atfocious statement, but it-is not. “A 
certain amount” is ‘a discriminating term. 
A patrolman on bis beat may risk his life 
or lose it in a fight with burglars or foot- 
pads. Somewhere along the line a man 
who has the power to “ get his job” may 
be dealing with the burglars or footpads. 

Crimes of violence are more likely to re- 
ceive political than police pratection. Crimes 
euch as gambling, pocket picking, sharping, 
etc, are likely to receive both. 

Dives and resorts have always paid pro- 
tection money and always will, except in 
cases where the proprietor is large enough 
politically to stand on his own feet and op- 
erate in his own right. 

Generally the: police, even when corrupt, 
prefer not to seek alliances with criminals 
engaged in violence, but to make their rec- 
ord for efficiency in handling this class and 
eash it in with the gambling fraternity and 
with social outcasts. 

Politics will deal with any kind of crim- 
The criminal is ugeful as a worker 
and he needs the protection of a patron. 
In a lax community politics can stand be- 
tween the criminal and the court, the jail, 
the bridewell, or the penitentiary. The pol- 
itician can offer him a certain amount of 
immunity from arrest and obtain moditi- 
cation of charges against him, a light sen- 
tence on Convictions, and a pardon after 
he has seryed part of his term. 

The politics thus degraded seldom in- 
volves anything larger than a city ward, 
although gang men have been used in state 
affairs when needed. The politician asso- 
ciated with the lawless or criminal class 

ordinarily is interested merely in making col- 
lections from disreputables or in selling im- 
munity to persons whose enterprises depend 
on infraction of the law. 

Out of this association almost anything 
may grow, from illegal operation of saloons 
to murder. Bad government does not al- 
ways come to crop visibly. The roots would 
have to be dug up and followed. It is not 
often that cause and effect are startlingly 
shown in their relation. 

The rule which works out invariably ‘is 
that continued violation of law means cor- 
ruption. It may mean that at some im- 
portant spot the police system is corrupt 
or it may mean that politics is interfering 
with the police. It means that some one is 
collecting money from the men who conduct 
any enterprise in persistent viclation of a 
law which is supposed to be enforced. 

Men grow rich and powerful under sub- 
sidy from crime and the community takes 
the consequences, 


FAIR SELF-DEFENSE. 

A great outcry will be raised by ultra- 
pacifists against the resolution voted yester- 
day by the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions. It will be called a piece of gratuitous 
jingoism, an insult to friendly nations, an 
outbreak of militarism, a recrudescence of 
imperialism. 

Americans will, in the main, aecept the 
‘resolution less excitably and will approve it 
as a most reasonable assertion of a rule of 
national protection. The fact and not the 
form is to be considered. Germany would 
not let England bribe or bully Denmark, 
Norway, or Sweden into giving her a base 
on the Baltic, and as a matter of self-preser- 
vation we cannot afford not to discourage 
any projects looking to the present or future 
establishment by any great power of bases 
threatening our shores. 

It is gratifying to note that the i shas 
government has been quite clear of the Mag- 
dalena bay project, a fact which makes it 
all the easier for us to announce the princi- 
ple laid down in the senate resolution.

PLAGUE AND THE CANAL. ~ 
AST year Dr. Howard King of the 
Tulane University School of Trop- 
ical Medicine, taking as his text au 
old Spautish proverb, “ He is in safe 
quarters who sounds the alarm,” 
told the people of New Orleans and the 
Mississippi valley generally of some of the 
disadvantages of the Panama canal. 

Within a few years traffic will be pour- 
ing through the canal—many of the ships 
manned by Celestials. Much of the trafiie 
will come into New Orleans. The most 
efficient health organization in the world—- 
that of the Canal Zone—will have been 
dissipated. Places tow weeks removed 
from the. United States will be close at 
hand, right on the arteries of commerce, 

This axiom is everywhere accepted—~ 
* Disease follows trade.” Certain diseases 
are best carried by passengers, others by 
freight; certain by railroads, others by 
steamships. 

Sailora are proverbially judifferent to 
fats. Some are superstitious about sailing 
on a rat freewhip, Therefore, plague is 
frequently a ship borne disease. 

Dr. King’s alarm ig based upon the fact 
that the canal is going to put us in close 
touch with some reless people. In 
neither Colombia, Mecuador, Peru, nor 
Chile does there exist a properly consti- 
tuted board of health. There is no trust- 
worthy recording of deaths. The autbori- 
ties have neither the power nor the knowl- 
edge to prevent the spread of disease 
among themselves or those who trade 
with them. The people are both igno- 
rant and indifferent. For example, he 
says, in Guayaquil | the inhabitants are 
inclined to rejoice in yellow fever because 
it scares foreighers away. 

President Castro of Venezuela once de- 
clared La Guayra a healthy port, open to 
commerce, while plague was.raging city- 
wide. The order was annulled because 
of the trouble the German minister made 
about it. La Guayta and Guayaquil are 
within three days’ gail of the canal—and 
plague is not éasily’ recognized nor easily 
controlled. Let us got forget that a man 
died a while ago in the government hos- 
pital in Colon from) unrecognized plague. 
If that medical corps fell down, anybody 
will, and you and [ should base our posi- 
tions on things as they are. 

Dr. King made two specific recommen- 
dations—that the Dnited States Publle 
Health and Marine Hospital service or- 
ganize the health forces of the west and 
northwest coasts of South America and 
that New Orleans be cleaned up. 

The newspapers a few days ago con 
tained ‘telegrams saying Ecuador had 


asked Gorgas to clean up Guayaquil.

The late duke was a popular member of the 
Jockey and@ other leading Parisian clubs, 
and when not in attendance on the Duke of 
Orleans divided his time between his spien- 
di4 old house in the Rue St. Dominie, in the 
Faubourg St. Germain, and his country seat 
of Foncepertius in the Loiret. 

The dukedom ig one of those which greatly 
antedate the revolution, and he counted 
among his ancestors that first Duc de Loggea, 
who, a nephew of Turenne, was his second in 
command, and won the baton of field marshal 
of France by hie numerous victories, notably 
the battle of Pforzheim, in 1602, when he 
maée prisoner the reigning Duke of Wur- 
temberg. 

Another ancestor was that Seigneur de 
Lorge who was captain of the guard of King 
Francis I., and whose son, known as the 
Comte de Montgommerie, by reason of his 
purchase of an estate of that name, accl- 
dentally killed Henry IL. of France ina state 
tournament. 

It wae a Seigneur de Lorge, too, whoat the 
bidding of the fair Cunigunde sprang into 
the king’s Non pit to fetch her glove, which 
she had thrown there a@ a test of his cour- 
age. According to the familiar lines of 
Leigh Hunt, when he emerged from among 
the None: 

‘He threw the glove, but not with love, 

Right in the lady’s face.’’ 

The king, who had@ witnessed both the dare 
and the deed, applauded his act. 

** Not love,’ said he, * but vanity, 
Bets love a task like that.’ "

Los Angeles, Cai., July 31.—S8triking at the

Assistant District Attorney Ford proguced 
a code telegram sent by Leo M. Rappaport 
of Indianapolis, attorney for the Interna- 
tional Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers, addressed to Mr. Darrow and 
dated Mov. 29, 1011. | 

He asked Darrow to identify it, and the 
witness with a smile said he probably could 
if it were transiated for him. . 


Cipher Translated in Court. 

Ford immediately called for the biack- 
board and wrote the cryptogram and its 
translation upon it. The meseage as trans- 
lated read: 

* May I spend thousand to regain Indian- 
apolis evidence? ’’ 

Another telegram sent by Darrow to Rap-: 
paport the same day was then produced, 
which, deciphered, read: 

“May spend thousand if necessary.” 

Another code message, dated Dec. 1, the 
day of the pleas of guilty, revoked the au- 
thorization to spend the money. 

Darrow explained that the t@legrame pass- 
ing between himself and Rappaport followed 
correspondence of an earlier date. The In- 
dianapolie evidence sougnt by the defense 
consisted of correspondence files belonging 
té the International Association of Bridge 
and Structure! Iron Workers, first eeized by 
the Indiana state authorities and later taken 
by the federal officials working on the #o- 
called dynamite conspiracy case.

“I 
instructed Rappaport to use every legal 
means to recover them. The state court hed 
ordered them restored to the lronworkers, 
but they were subsequently taken possession 
ef by the United States marsha! on the order 
of Federa! Judge. Anderson. 

“IT sent the telegram to Rappaport on Dec. 
1, telling him not to spend the money, be- 
cause I had learned the American Federa- 
tion of Labor was not to furnish me any 
more funds and I wanted to seve §1,000 if 
could.”’

Bacon Salads. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


OME .one has recently told me of eating 
a sandwich of the club variety, the fill- 
ing of which was bacon, strawberries, 
cress, and perhaps ‘something else—l 
have forgotten what. This combination 
of bacon and strawberries was new to me, but 
it is surprising how many green thing§ are 
improved by the addition of bacon—lettuce, 
cabbage, beans, greens, etc. Small pieces of 


‘cold bacon in sev eral kinds of sandwiches are 


good, 

The use of bacon in these ways is not new, 
but at least 200 years old, as I have recently 
found out. Perhaps they so used it in Rome 
at the height of their refinement, for all ways 
of enhancing flavors belong to refined periods 
and have been originally promulgated by those 
who have cooked for the most exacting. 

Isettuce and Bacon—A lettuce salad: which 
has pieces of cold, cooked bacon broken up 
in small pieces and scattered over the leayes 
is particularly good with a French dressing. 
Or bacon drippings may be used instead of oil 
in a dressing, combined with vinegar and salt 
and pepper, and poured hot over the lettuce, 
This is usually called “ wilted lettuce,” but 
there are other ways of 1 tegen, this, 


Wilted CabtioeiOua tablespoon of bacon 
drippings, two tablespoons of vinegar, a dash 
of salt and pepper. Let this come to a boil 
and pour over shredded lettuce, to which a bit 
of onion has been added. 

Dutched Lettuces (English Recipe)—Wash a 
couple of heads of lettuce, separate the leaves, 
and tear each leaf into two or three pieces, 
Cut up a quarter of qa pound of bacon into dice 
and fry till brown. While hot add two table-. 
spoons of vinegar. eat an egg till light and 
put to.it two tablespoons of.sour cream, Mix 
it with the bacon and stir over the fire a min- 
ute until it thickens Pour this boiling hot 
over the lettuce. Mix well; serve quickly. 

Cream of Wax Bean Soup and Wax Bean 
Salad—Cut a quart of wax beans in small 
pieces and boil in slightly .salted water for 
twenty minutes. Strain out about three- 
fourths of the beans for thé salad, and to the 
liquid and the remainder of the beans add a 
emall onion cut fine, also two small potatoes 
cut Into dice. Cook until the potatoes are 
done, then add pepper, a small piece of butter, 
a teaspoonful of sugar, and a pint of rich 
milk,
